1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defgray 
Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  for 
the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
28.24  for  the  Improvement  of  Class  V  Roads. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
administrate,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired

SOUTH  HAMPTON  TOWN  REPORT 

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
March  14, 1978 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  South  Hampton, 
In  the  County  of  Rockingham,  In  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
qualified  to  vote  In  Town  Affairs,  held  on  the  14th  of  March,  1978  at 
the  South  Hampton  Town  Hall,  the  following  business  was 
transacted: 

The  Town  Warrant  was  read  by  Moderator,  Horace  Cressy  at  1:00 
p.m.,  and  a  motion  to  act  on  Article  I  was  made  by  Jewell  Currier, 
and  duly  seconded  by  Ernest  Bonah. 

Ernest  Bonah  made  a  motion  that  Article  20,  and  21  be  voted  on  by 
ballot  and  it  was  duly  seconded  by  Peter  Martin. 

Ernest  Bonah  made  a  motion  to  close  the  polls  at  8:00  p.m.,  and  It 
was  duly  seconded  by  Peter  Martin. 

The  Moderator  announced  "no  smoking"  law  was  In  effect  and  that 
the  Selectmen's  office  Is  designated  as  a  smoking  area. 

Ballot  clerks  for  the  election  day  were  Shirley  MIchaud,  Elizabeth 
Currier,  Ella  Currier  and  Eleanor  Batchelder- 

John  A.  Stewart  was  sworn  in  by  Ann  E.  Stefanski,  Town  Clerk,  as 
Assistant  Moderator,  which  was  authorized  by  Horace  Cressy, 
Moderator.

7.  To  see  iff  the  town  will  vote  the  area  north  off  the  state  line,  east  and 
south  off  tuxbury  Pond  and  west  off  land  off  woodsom  to  be  a 
camp-ground  zone  ffor  the  use  of  recreation  and  ffamily  camping  ffrom 
April  15  to  October  15  and  not  to  be  used  as  a  mobile  home  park  and 
to  be  governed  pursuant  to  the  laws  off  the  State  off  New  Hampshire 
pertaining  to  camp-grounds.

Polls  were  closed  at  8:07.  Sworn  in  at  opening  Meeting  by 
Moderator,  Horace  Cressy  were  Audrey  Brunet,  School  Clerk,  Anne 
Verge,  Selectmen,  3  yrs.,  Carpi  Baker,  Town  Clerk,  3  yrs.  John 
Santosuosso  Police  an  Road  Agent,  Judith  Shivik,  School  Treasurer 
Mary  Mertinooke,  Town  Treasurer;  Jewell  Currier,  Auditor;  Michael 
Santosuosso,  Police  and  Constable;  Alan  Philcrantz,  Supervisor  of 
Check-list,  6  yrs.,  Vincent  Early,  Trustee  of  Trust  Fund  and 
Cemetery  Trustee  and  John  Stewart,  Moderator,  Town  and  School. 

ARTICLE  II 

The  ffollowing  evening  on  March  15,  1978,  Moderator,  Horace 
Cressy,  again  mentioned  the  new  law  about  "no  smoking"  and  the 
selectmen's Offffice  was  designated  'the  smoking  area."  Mr.  Cressy 
thanked  the  townspeople  ffor  their  support  during  the  14  yrs.  he  has 
served  as  Moderator.  Mr.  Cressy  then  turned  the  meeting  over  to 
John  Stewart,  Assistant  Moderator,  to  complete  the  remainig 
articles.  Mr.  Stewart  led  the  townspeople  with  the  Salute  to  the  Flag 
and  then  a  moment  of  silent  prayer.  Ernest  Bonah  made  a  motion 
that  48,725  be  appropriated  to  defray  town  charges  ffor  the  ensuing 
year.  It  was  duly  seconded  by  Wallace  Verge.  Lawrence  Baker  made 
a  motion  to  amend  Article  II  to  change  the  dollars  to  read  44,725 
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which  would  include  a  500  reduction  in  Town  Hall  Improvement,  a 
500  reduction  in  Janitorial  Services  and  a  2,000  reduction  in  Summer 
Maintenance  and  a  1,000  reduction  in  Winter  Maintenance.  It  was 
seconded  by  Burt  Stackhouse.  John  Santosuosso  explained  that  the 
loss  of  2,000  on  Summer  Maintenance  woud  mean  the  loss  of 
highway  subsidy  monies  and  these  must  be  used.  Raymond  Lanza 
asl<ed  Mr.  Baker  if  he  would  consider  changing  the  amendment  on 
the  Summer  Maintenance.  He  replied  he  would  be  willing  to  strike 
out  2,000  for  Summer  Maintenance,  and  Mr.  Stackhouse  seconded 
the  change  in  the  amendment  on  the  2,000.  The  motion  was  lost  with 
40  no's  and  32  yes's.  Article  II  on  theoriginal  motion  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  III 

John  Santosuosso  explained  article  and  made  a  motion  to  accept 
191.98  for  the  improvement  of  Class  V  Roads.  It  was  seconded  by 
Donald  Hesselbach  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Peter  Martin  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  authorizing  the 
Selectmen  to  administer,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  Tax  Collectors  Deed,  any  sale  to  be  either  by  private  sale 
to  the  previous  owner,  or  public  acution  with  Selectmen  retaining  the 
right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids.  It  was  duly  seconded  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  V 

Ernest  Bonah  made  a  motion  to  see  if  the  town  will  authorize 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  It  was  seconded  by 
John  Santosuosso  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Ellen  Cressy  explained  article  and  made  a  motion  to  join  the 
Strafford  Rockingham  Regional  Council  and  authorize  the  Town's 
representation  to  the  Southeastern  N.H.  Regional  Planning  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  397.20  for  this  purpose.  It  was  seconded  by 
Peter  Martin  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  VII 


Ernest  Bonah  made  a  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  300 
for  the  support  of  the  Seacoast  Regional  Counseling  Center.  It  was 
seconded  by  Edward  Hess  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

John  Santosuosso  explained  article  and  made  a  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  3,500  for  the  Police  Department.  It  was 
seconded  by  Paul  Morris  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  IX 

John  Santosuosso  Explained  article  to  purchase  a  used  police  cruiser 
and  to  pay  the  insurance  on  same.  He  noted  it  is  a  sheriff's  car,  not  a 
police  car  and  made  a  motion  to  raise  1,500  for  the  purchase  and  it 
was  seconded  by  Paul  Morris.  David  Riecks  made  a  motion  to  have  a 
secret  ballot,  seconded  by  Geraldine  Riecks.  The  article  was 
defeated  by  ballot  72  No.  35  Yes. 

ARTICLE  X 

William  Amsler  made  a  motion  that  the  article  read  400  and  not  800 
for  the  sealing  of  the  all-purpose  court.  It  was  seconded  by  Wallace 
Verge.  Paul  Stefanski  explained  article  and  made  a  motion  to  raise 
400  for  a  sealer  and  it  was  duly  seconded.  William  Courtney 
commended  the  many  hours  of  free  labor  donated  by  the  men  who 
erected  the  court  fence.  The  article  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XI 

Edward  Hess  explained  article  and  made  a  motion  that  the  sum  of 
500  for  maintenance  of  water  holes  and  installation  of  a  dry  hydrant 
be  appropriated,  and  it  was  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Burt  Stackhouse  made  a  motion  to  appropriate  300  for  recreational 
purposes,  mainly  the  summer  program  at  the  common  for  the 
children,  it  was  seconded  by  Edward  Hess  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  XIII 

Edward  Hess  explained  article  and  made  a  motion  to  raise  4,000  to 
run  the  fire  department.  The  budget  committee  did  not  recommend 
340  of  this  amount.  It  was  seconded  by  Paul  Morris  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

Ernest  Bonah  made  a  motion  to  appropriate  2,750  to  pay  off  a  note  on 
the  fire  truck,  it  was  seconded  by  Edward  Hess  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XV 

Carolyn  Merrill  made  a  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
2,572  to  support  the  library.  Jane  Amsler  seconded  the  motion  and  it 
was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XVI 

John  Santosuosso  made  a  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  180.00  to 
pay  for  the  operation  of  a  four-way  blinker  at  corner  of  Main,  South 
and  Chase  Rd.  to  be  installed  by  the  State  at  State  expense.  It  was 
seconded  by  Charles  Harlow.  It  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XVII 

Lawrence  Baker  made  a  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
3,700  to  reimburse  the  Town  of  Amesbury  for  expenses  incurred  by 
injury  to  a  fireman  during  a  demonstration.  It  was  seconded  by 
Michael  Santosuosso.  Jewell  Currier  stated  he  would  not  speak 
against  the  article,  but  the  remaining  selectmen,  Peter  Martin  and 
Ernest  Bonah  said  they  did  not  support  the  article  and  spoke  against 
it.  The  article  was  defeated  unanimously  without  any  further 
discussion. 
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ARTICLE  XVIII 

Ernest  Bonah  made  a  motion  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into 
a  contract  for  the  making  of  a  Tax  Map,  required  by  State  Law  for  the 
year  1980,  and  appropriate  the  sum  off  10,000  to  be  financed  by  using 
the  sum  of  3,919  plus  interest  ffrom  Tax  Map  Trust  Account,  using 
2,729  ffrom  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions 
off  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  off  1972  with  the  balance 
coming  ffrom  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  received  during  1978  estimated 
at  $3,000.

Ann 
Steffanski,  fformer  Town  Clerk  off  15  years  was  given  a  vote  off 
appreciation  by  the  voters  present.  The  motion  was  voted  in  the 
affffirmative  by  hand  vote  52  yes  and  43  no.  Audrey  Miller  called  ffor  a 
reconsideration  off  the  article,  which  needed  a  2/3's  vote,  but  it  was 
lost,  as  47  voted  yes  and  45  voted  no.  Charles  Harlow  proceeded  to 
make  a  motion  ffor  a  vote  off  thanks  to  outgoing  Selectmen  off  18  yrs, 
Jewell  Currier  and  Edward  Hess  made  the  same  motion  regarding 
Horace  Cressy  who  did  not  seek  re-election  as  Moderator  affter  14 
years. 

ARTICLE  XXII 

John  Santosuosso  made  a  motion  to  accept  all  Highway  Subsidy  and 
New  Gas  monies  ffor  Summer  Maintenance,  Special  Projects,  and 
new  construction  [roads].  It  was  duly  seconded  and  so  voted. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Jewell  Currier  made  a  motion  to  give  a  rising  vote  off  thanks  to 
Donald  Hellen,  Former  Treasurer  and  Selectman  who  gave  many 
years  off  service  to  the  Town. 
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Fred  Anderson  questioned  Articles  20  and  21  and  said  he  had 
expected  to  vote  on  them  this  evening,  but  the  Selectmen  stated  its  a 
State  Law  that  they  be  voted  on  by  ballot,  which  they  were  on  March 
14  at  the  Elections.  Wallace  Verge  stated  that  two  public  hearings 
were  held  as  required  by  law  and  notification  was  in  the  "Haverhill 
Gazette."

Service  Company's  plan  to  locate  a  high  voltage  power  line  through 
the  Town  of  South  Hampton.  It  was  seconded  by  Roy  Syvertson.  The 
voters  opposed  such  a  motion  and  wished  to  go  on  record  as  opposed. 

ARTICLE  XXIII 

Ernest  Bonah  explained  article  and  made  motion  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  recess  the  Town  Meeting  to  reconvene  at  the  call  of  the 
Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  taking  whatever  action  is  necessary  or 
indicated  by  the  Rockingham  County  Solid  Waste  Study  to  enable  the 
Town  to  meet  its  solid  waste  disposal  needs  in  conformity  with 
existing  laws  and  regulations.  It  was  seconded  by  Ellen  Cressy  and 
so  voted. 

Peter  Martin  made  a  motion  to  adjourn  meeting  at  11:15  p.m., 
seconded  and  so  voted. 

Rot3ert  Fraser,  Auditor  for  Town  and  School,  was  sworn  in  by  Town 
Clerk,  Carol  Baker.

Philip  Imbrescia  made  a  motion  to  vote  "no"  on  paying  Amesbury, 
seconded  by  Ed  Roy.  Mrs.  Corneilia  Courtney  opened  the  discussion 
by  stating  she  would  like  more  infformation  on  what  is  involved.  Peter 
Cofff  in  asked  iff  the  town  would  be  properly  served  with  ffire  protection 
iff  we  did  not  pay.  Peter  Martin  explained  that  under  the  old  contract 
Amesbury  Fire  Dept.  operated  on  a  ffirst  response  basis  to  the  whole 
town  and  that  South  Hampton  was  responsible  ffor  any  losses 
incurred  by  the  Amesbury  Fire  Dept.  Under  the  present  agreement, 
Amesbury  serves  as  dispatcher  and  is  ffirst  respondent  to  the  Rt.  150 
area  off  town  with  no  liability.  It  was  also  brought  up  that  in  the  Town 
Counsel's  opinion.  So.  Hampton  was  not  liable  under  the  terms  off  the 
old  contract;  however,  iff  we  do  not  pay,  Amesbury  will  terminate  the 
present  agreement  in  30  days  and  will  take  the  matter  to  court.  The 
ffact  that  we  would  also  lose  Amesbury's  ambulance  service  was  also 
brought  up.

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The  year  1978,  was  a  busy  year  for  the  South  Hampton  Police 
Department.  We  have  covered  a  wide  variety  of  calls  and  complaints. 
Increases  in  burglaries,  thefts,  and  vandalism  can  be  noted  by 
looking  at  the  annual  crime  statistics  page  of  this  report.  Inflation, 
and  lack  of  jobs  are  causing  a  steady  increase  in  this  type  of  crime, 
and  it  looks  like  it  is  going  to  get  much  worse  t^efore  it  gets  better.  Up 
to  this  point  our  budget  has  been  held  down  to  a  very  low  figure,  and 
has  remained  without  an  increase  for  quite  some  time.  We  have 
given  free  time  to  all  town  functions  and  non  profit  organizations. 
We  have  also  donated  many  free  hours  and  used  our  vehicles  without 
charge  on  several  occasions.  William  Battles  has  put  in  over  350  man 
hours  and  driven  over  4,000  miles,  Michael  Santosuosso  has  also  put 
in  a  lot  of  time  without  pay.  I  have  put  in  over  1200  hours  and  have 
driven  over  8,000  miles  answering  various  calls.  Officer  Battles 
attended  a  16  week  school  for  part-time  police  officers,  sponsored  by 
the  N.H.  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council.  The  school  was  held 
in  Durham  and  started  in  the  first  week  of  April,  and  ended  with 
graduation  on  May  25, 1978.  His  final  score  was  96.8.  This  school  did 
not  cost  the  town  one  cent  either  for  the  school,  or  for  time  and 
mileage  compensation,  as  in  many  other  communities  is  the  case. 
We  have  attended  other  seminars  and  meetings  at  no  cost  to  the 
town  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  new  laws  and  constant  changes  in 
law  enforcement.  It  cannot  be  stressed  enough,  how  important  it  is 
for  officers  to  be  trained,  even  on  a  small,  part-time  department.  The 
town  also  benefits  from  this  because,  if  a  police  officer  t)ecomes 
involved  in  a  law-suit,  and  it  is  found  that  the  town  who  employs  him, 
failed  to  provide  him  with  education  of  some  type,  the  town  has  been 
found  liable  for  damages  in  many  cases. 

Due  to  the  rising  costs  of  operating  a  motor  vehicle, 
investigation  time,  schooling,  equipment  needs,  and  record  keeping, 
[required  by  law],  we  have  out  grown  our  budget.  Therefore,  this 
year  we  are  asking  you,  the  people  we  serve,  to  approve  an  article  of 
1,500.00  to  purchase  a  used  four  door  sedan  to  be  used  as  a  police 
cruiser.  Neighl}oring  towns  such  as  Kensington  and  Newton,  have 
purchased  new  cruisers  with  50%  of  the  cost  funded  by  the  Highway 
Safety  Agency.  We  are  not  asking  for  this,  but  we  do  need  some  type 
of  a  cruiser.  The  vehicle  would  be  maintained  by  the  town, 
registration!  is  free,  the  car  would  be  insured  as  a  police  cruiser,  not 
as  a  private  car,  as  is  the  case  now,  thereby  eliminating  another 
chance  of  a  possible  lawsuit  [privately  owned  cars  are  not  adequately 
insured  for  police  work].  Gasoline  purchased  would  be  recorded  and 
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the  town  would  get  a  gas  tax  rebate  at  the  end  of  the  year.  We  think 
that  this  would  be  wiser  in  the  long  run  than  constantly  paying 
mileage  on  a  numk)er  of  private  vehicles.  South  Hampton  is  only  one 
of  five  towns  left  in  the  county  that  do  not  have  a  police  cruiser,  and 
one  of  the  five  plans  to  purchase  one  this  year.  We  do  not  expect  a 
man  who  is  a  fireman  to  buy  his  own  firetruck,  so  why  ask  a  police 
officer  to  buy  his  own  "police  cruiser"?  Under  the  current  system  a 
police  officer  has  to  insure,  maintain  and  sometimes  risk  his  car,  his 
insurance  and  possibly  more,  when  such  a  reasonable  amount 
would  allow  us  to  have  a  vehicle  registered,  and  insured  for  police 
work  State  Police  and  Deputy  Sheriffs  are  seldom  available  to  come 
to  the  many  emergency  and  general  calls  that  we  cover,  and  we  have 
tried  our  best  to  handle  situations  without  this  aid.  We  would  greatly 
appreciate  your  support  on  this  article. 

We  are  also  reguesting  a  $1500.  for  1979  to  help  offset  rising 
costs  that  we  have  no  control  over.  As  many  victims  of  burglaries  in 
town  know,  we  are  very  badly  in  need  of  a  fingerprint  kit.  Up  to  now 
we  have  either  had  to  tx)rrow  one  from  another  agency  or  go  without. 
This  is  not  fair  to  us  or  the  burglary  victim.  We  recently  solved  a 
burglary  in  town  by  the  use  of  fingerprints  obtained  by  using  a 
fingerprint  kit  (sorrowed  from  the  town  of  Hampton  Falls. 
Kensington's  kit  has  also  been  used,  but  it  is  just  a  matter  of  time 
until  we  "wear  out  our  welcome"  and  are  told  to  "get  your  own"  A 
good  kit  could  be  purchased  and  used  for  many  years  by  the 
department.  We  also  have  purchased  all  our  our  own  uniforms, 
guns,  badges,  etc.  We  have  no  tape  with  which  to  measure  accident 
investigation  scenes,  that  is  owned  by  the  town,  we  have  had  to 
tx>rrow  these  or  buy  them  out  of  our  own  pockets.  Some  people  in  the 
town  have  gone  out  and  purchased  expensive  alarm  systems  for  their 
own  homes,  these  are  a  big  deterrent  in  burglary  prevention,  but 
they  are  useless  if  there  is  no  police  officer  available  to  respond  to  the 
alarm  because  budget  money  is  not  there.  \A/e  have  responded  to  15 
of  these  alarm  calls  in  the  past  year  which  were  false  alarms.  Persons 
installing  alarm  systems  are  asked  to  get  them  from  a  reputable 
installer  and  learn  to  properly  operate  the  alarm  themselves,  so  that 
these  falso  alarms  do  not  become  a  constant  problem. 
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We  would  also  like  to  ask  everyone  to  join  us  in  the  fight  against 
burglaries  by  reporting  any  suspicious  activity,  persons,  or  vehicles 
that  they  see.  Write  down  the  description  of  the  person  or  vehicle, 
and  the  plate  number  if  possible.  It  is  also  helpful  if  you  call  us  when 
you  are  planning  to  be  away  on  vacation.  If  everyone  helps  in  this 
way  and  watches  their  neighbor's  property  when  they  aren't  home 
we  can  make  burglaries  harder  to  commit,  and  the  persons 
committing  them  will  move  on  to  another  area. 

We  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  worked  along  with  the 
department  in  the  past  year  to  help  make  the  job  a  little  easier,  and 
we  would  greatly  appreciate  your  support  on  these  articles  so  that  we 
may  continue  to  give  you  the  best  service  possible.  We  have  no 
control  over  crime  but  we  can  slow  down  its  progress  with  your  help!

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  primary  work  of  the  Conservation  Commission  during  1978 
has  been  the  investigation  of  property  to  determine  whether 
violations  of  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District  has  taken  place,  and 
meeting  with  various  land  owners  to  examine  the  Wetlands  zone 
map.  Because  wetlands  areas  are  so  prevalent  in  South  Hampton,  all 
property  owners  should  consult  the  wetlands  map  prior  to  dredging, 
filling,  orbuildingon  their  land.  All  such  activities,  should  they  be 
planned  for  areas  in  the  Wetlands  zone,  require  a  state  Dredge  and 
Fill  permit.  Applications  may  be  obtained  from  the  Town  Clerk  and 
are  reviewed  by  the  Conservation  Commission,  Planning  Board  and 
Selectmen,  in  addition  to  the  Water  Resource  Board  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire. 
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The  Conservation  Commission  is  charged  with  the  promotion  off 
the  protection  and  preservation  off  the  town's  natural  resources.  As 
pressures  on  land  and  water  increase,  the  role  off  the  Conservation 
Commission  Is  becoming  more  important  in  insuring  wise  use  off 
these  finite  resources. 

We  thank  those  who  have  worked  with  us  in  1978  to  help 
maintain  and  improve  the  quality  off  South  Hampton's  environment.

Also,  Deputy 
Alan  Philcrantz  and  myself  were  instructors  in  flammable  liquid 
fires. 

Deputy  Alan  Philcrantz  became  a  certified  instructor  in  Basic 
Fire  Fighting.  He  attended  100  or  more  hours  on  a  volunteer  basis  to 
complete  this  course.  Now,  he  is  able  to  certify  the  men  in  our 
department  on  new  methods  of  fire  fighting. 
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I  think  that  a  special  thanits  should  go  to  all  of  the  companies 
that  let  our  firemen  out  of  work  to  attend  the  fires  in  our  town  and  to 
assist  other  communities.  I  might  add  that  we  receive  our  full  week's 
pay  without  a  loss  of  hours  while  doing  our  volunteer  job.  This  year 
with  32  calls  and  the  many  training  nights  that  were  spent,  many 
man  hours  were  put  in  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

All  of  the  residents  in  town  should  now  be  receiving  an  "E"  rate 
on  their  insurance  policies.  If  not,  please  check  with  your  individual 
insurance  companies. 

In  closing,  a  special  thanks  should  be  extended  to  all  of  the 
communities  which  served  our  town  this  year  under  the  Mutual  Aid 
system.  Remember  Fire  Prevention  is  practiced  24  hours  a  day..

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  Ijetween  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as 
superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and 
local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and 
combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to 
work  with  the  members  of  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.  State 
funds  are  used  to  pay  one  half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression 
costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates 
established  by  the  governor  and  council.  State  funds  matched  by  local 
funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to 
train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local 
Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  buurning  without  a  permit  when  one 
is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  1 ,000  or  a  jail 
term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

Included  in  the 
examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the  School 
Board,  School  District  Treasurer,  and  School  Milk  Program.

A  comparative  Balance  sheet  disclosing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  general  fund  at  June  30, 1978  and  June  30,  1977  is 
presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  School  District 
had  a  fund  balance  of  $18,248  at  June  30, 1978.  A  statement  of  the 
change  in  fund  balance  is  contained  in  Exhibit  A-2. 

Statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated 
and  actual  revenue  are  included  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4, 
respectively.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary.  Exhibit  A-4,  a 
revenue  surplus  of  $4,473,  plus  an  unexpended  balance  of 
appropriations  of  $13,775,  resulted  in  a  budget  surplus  of  $18,248 
in  1977-78. 
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OTHER  FUNDS  AND  OFFICIALS'  ACCOUNTS 
CASH  BASIS  STATEMENTS 

The  accompanying  supplemental  exhibits  covering 
segregated  funds  and  the  accounts  of  those  officials  entrusted 
with  the  custody,  receipt  or  expenditure  of  School  District  funds 
are  presented  in  accordance  with  the  current  requirements  of  the 
Municipal  Services  Division  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The 
statements  reflect  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each 
fund,  without  regard  to  any  accruals  of  accounts  receivable  and 
accounts  payable.  Our  examination  of  the  School  Milk  Program 
was  limited  to  reconciling  the  cash  in  the  bank  with  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  as  indicated  by  the  treasurer's  records. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  limitation  of  the  scope  of  our 
examination  of  the  School  Milk  Program  mentioned  above,  these 
classified  schedules  of  receipts  and  disbursements  present  fairly 
the  revenues  collected  and  expenditures  paid  by  the  various 
funds,  arising  from  cash  transactions  then  ended,  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceeding  year.

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To  the  Citizens  of  South  Hampton: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  for  your  School  District. 

Although  your  District  is  the  smallest  of  the  six  Districts  that 
make  up  Supervisory  Union  #21  I  want  to  assure  you  that  your 
Board  is  influential  in  the  Joint  Board  descision  making  process. 
Your  Board  memt)ers  make  up  in  persuasiveness  what  they  lack  in 
votes  on  the  policy  making  kx)dy. 

I  continue  to  be  impressed  with  the  caliber  of  education  at  the 
Barnard  School.  In  addition  to  regular  programs  your  Board  and 
the  school  staff  have  done  an  excellent  job  in  complying  with  new 
federal  and  state  legislation  concerning  the  education  of  the 
handicapped. 

The  only  major  problem  I  see  for  your  District  is  the  need  for 
additional  facilities.  Although  your  school  has  expended  into  the 
town  hall  the  adequacy  and  dual  qse  are  questionable. 

The  need  for  a  curriculum  committee  to  initiate,  coordinate, 
and  implement  activities  in  curriculum,  accountability  and  staff 
development  was  perceived  long  ago  by  the    leadership  of 
Supervisory  Union  #21. 

After  numerous  surveys  to  select  and  appoint  people  vitally 
interested  in  curriculum,  a  new  Union  21  Committee  consisting  of 
six  school  t)oard  members  and  six  community  members  was 
appointed. 

The  Committee  was  presented  with  the  following  tasks: 

1    Setting  goals  for  Union  #21. 

2.  Conducting  a  needs  assessment  for  development  of  objectives. 

3.  Assigning  priorities  for  objective  accomplishments. 

4.  Constructing  a  program  or  programs  based  on  priority  needs. 
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5.  Implementating  a  program  or  programs 

A.  Guides  and  materials 

B.  Leadership  development 

C.  Staff  development 

6.  Evaluation  of  progress 

7.  Recycle  based  on  evaluation 

Unquestionably  the  biggest  and  most  significant  push  to 
Curriculum  and  Staff  Development  is  coming  from  the  "New 
Hampshire  Accountability  Plan"  which  began  in  April  1978. 

The  basis  of  authority  for  the  Accountability  Plan  comes  from 
RSA  186:5  that  in  part  reads: 

"School  boards  shall,  in  consultation  with  the  Superintendent 
and  in  accordance  with  statutes  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  determine  the  educational  goals  of  the  district, 
develop  long-range  plans  and  identify  measurable  and  attainable 
short-term  objectives.  The  school  board  shall  require  the 
appropriate  review  of  such  programs  and  make  public  the  result  of 
such  investigations." 

By  June  1981  Union  21  will  have  to  complete  the  following  steps: 

1.  Develop  essential  student  outcomes  for  both  state  mandated 
and  locally  designated  fields  of  learning. 

2.  Develop  performance  indicators  for  all  essential  outcomes. 

3.  Design  and  carry  out  sound  assessment  procedures. 

4.  Analyze  the  assessment  data. 

5.  Report   assessment    results   to   the   State    Department    of 
Education  and  the  local  community. 

6.  Develop  a  management  plan  based  on  assessment  results. 
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On  May  2, 1978  the  Joint  Boards  of  Union  21  agreed  to  charge 
the  Union  21  Curricuium  Committee  with  the  responsibility  of 
satisfying  the  requirements  of  the  State  Accountability  Plan. 

On  December  5,  1978  the  Joint  Boards  made  the  following 
motion  which  passed  unanimously: 

"The  Supervisory  Union  #21  Joint  Board  and  the 
Superintendent  charge  the  Local  Planning  Group,  composed  of  six 
school  tx)ard  members,  six  community  persons,  six  teachers,  and 
six  administrators,  with  the  responsibility  of  developing  a  Union 
#21  Accountability  Plan." 

Some  of  you  may  not  be  familiar  with  the  term  "Joint 
Board."  The  Joint  Board  is  comprised  of  all  school  board 
members  of  the  six  school  districts  that  make  up  Supervisory 
Union  #21.  Your  district,  Seabrook,  Hampton  Falls,  and  North 
Hampton  have  three  members  each  while  the  Hampton  and 
Winnacunnet  Cooperative  High  School  have  five  members. 

The  Joint  Board  sets  policy,  elects  supervisory  union  staff, 
sets  the  budget  to  include  salaries,  and  in  other  ways  acts  as  a 
governance  board.  I  report  directly  to  the  Joint  Board  as  well  as  to 
each  of  the  six  separate  boards. 

The  control  of  education  at  the  Barnard  School  is  somewhat  in 
the  hands  of  your  local  School  Board.  I  say  somewhat  because  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  retains  final  control  and  through  laws 
and  regulations  has  a  great  influence  on  your  school.  I  am  a  state 
employee  and  respresent  the  interests  of  the  State  locally  and  in 
addition  through  the  education  and  experience  of  myself,  other 
employees  of  S.U.  #21,  and  those  of  your  District  make 
recommendations  to  your  Board  concerning  the  education  of  your 
elementary  school  children. 

There  will  be  an  article  in  your  annual  School  District 
Warrant  dealing  with  Hampton  forming  a  separate  supervisory 
union.  I  urge  you  to  attend  your  District  meeting  on  March  6  to 
listen  to  this  and  other  issues  presented  for  your  consideration. 
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On  behalf  of  all  of  us  Involved  In  the  formal  education  of  your 
children  I  thank  you  for  your  assistance  over  the  past  year.

SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  South  Hampton:  N.H.: 

This  tx)ard  submits  a  report  on  the  management  of  Barnard 
School  during  the  fiscal  year  1977-78. 

As  we  all  know,  costs  have  continued  to  increase  for  many  years. 
The  increase  has  reflected  inflationary  pressures,  additional 
legislation,  and  demands  for  some  additional  services.  In  New 
Hampshire,  the  local  community  has  been  charged  with  almost  total 
support  of  education.  For  South  Hampton,  federal  and  state  support 
combined  is  less  than  four  percent  of  our  budget,  therefore  leaving  a 
whopping  ninety-six  percent  of  our  borne  by  the  local  taxpayer. 
Because  of  this  lack  of  federal  and  state  support,  any  increased  costs 
will  be  relected  directly  in  the  local  tax  rate. 

Despite  what  appear  to  have  been  substantial  increases  each 
year,  it  should  be  noted  that  your  local  administrators  have  held  the 
increases  to  a  minimum  in  the  areas  within  their  control.  In  fact, 
when  you  consider  that  teacher  salaries  are  set  by  contract,  high 
school  tuition  is  set  by  the  Amesbury  School  Committee,  and  the 
school  bus  transportation  cost  is  set  by  contract,  the  balance  of  next 
year's  budget  is  actually  lower  than  this  year's. 

Teacher  Contract  Negotiations: 

A  three-year  contract,  effective  until  June  30, 1981,  was  signed 
last  year  after  very  lengthy  negotiations  that  lasted  eleven  months 
and  involved  thousands  of  man-hours  for  the  negotiating  team.  We 
feel  the  contract  is  a  fair  one  for  t)oth  sides. 

We  have  often  been  asked  why  we  negotiate  jointly  with  the 
other  five  school  districts  of  Supervisory  Union  #21.  First  of  all,  this 
is  something  that  was  started  many  years  ago,  and  a  change  cannot 
be  made  without  the  full  agreement  of  both  the  teachers  and  the 
school  board.  We  feel  the  purpose  of  the  process  is  to  reach  a 
reasonable  agreement,  financially  acceptable,  yet  not  hamstringing 
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the  educational  process.  Joint  negotiations  allow  us  to  draw  from  a 
much  broader  base  off  experience  and  knowledge,  as  well  as 
spreading  out  the  cost.  One  off  the  major  costs,  which  we  could  not 
affford  alone,  is  a  proffessional  consultant  on  school  contract  law.  This 
consultant  is  required  to  eliminate  imprecise  language  which  can 
cause  problems  later  that  can  be  expensive  and  afffect  the 
educational  process  adversely.  The  master  contract  is  a  document 
enfforceable  by  law  and  thereffore  it  must  be  drawn  carefully.  Each 
off  your  school  board  members  has  a  copy  off  this  contract,  and  it  is 
available 

The  negotiating  team  is  made  up  of  one  memt)er  from  each 
school  board  off  the  six  school  districts,  the  superintendent,  and  a 
proffessional  consultant.  Mr.  Lawrence  Baker  represented  South 
Hampton.  Even  though  South  Hampton  is  the  smallest  district  and 
thereffore  has  the  smallest  cost,  our  representation  is  the  same  as  the 
other  larger  districts.  Negotiating  jointly  does  not  impair  or  weaken 
the  rights  off  the  South  Hampton  School  Board  or  the  community  in 
any  way.  The  ffinal  contract  must  be  ratiffied  by  each  ffull  tx)ard,  with 
each  having  veto  power. 

Accountability  Committee: 

For  the  past  year  representatives  from  South  Hampton  have 
met  once  a  month  with  representatives  from  each  off  the  ffive  other 
districts  to  fform  an  Accountability  Committee.  Our  representatives 
are:  Principal,  Terry  Marines,  teacher,  Mrs.  Beverly  Peeke,  parent, 
Mr.  Ted  Nelson,  and  board  member,  Mr.  Walter  Hill. 

This  committee  is  required  to  develop  and  implement  a  one 
year  plan  ffor  assessing  local  pupil  improvement.  The  State 
Department  of  Education  has  mandated  that  this  accountability 
preplanning  phase  be  submitted  to  them  by  January  1979.  All  six 
steps  in  the  accountability  process  must  be  completed  by  1981. 
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Joint  Board  Meetings: 

Memtiers  of  the  South  Hampton  School  Board  meet  three  times 
a  year  with  board  memt)ers  from  the  other  five  districts  in  S.U.  #21. 
These  joint  board  meeting's  are  held  to  set  budgets,  policy,  and 
hiring  in  the  union  office.  On  major  issues,  one  joint  tx)ard  meeting 
may  run  for  three  Tuesday    in  a  row. 

Board  member  Patricia  Nelson  represents  South  Hampton  on  the 
Administrative  Operations  Committee  which  sets  agenda, 
recommends  budget  and  procedures  for  each  joint  tx>ard  meeting. 

Facilities: 

During  this  past  year,  we  on  the  tx)ard  have  met  with  the 
Barnard  Trustees  to  recommend  needed  repairs  and  improvements 
to  the  building.  Thanks  to  the  cooperaton  of  the  trustees,  we 
remodeled  the  first-second  grade  classroom  for  special  education 
purposes,  put  a  new  roof  on  one  half  of  the  building,  and  made  other 
needed  repairs  in  lavatories  and  classrooms.  With  the  on-going 
support  of  the  trustees  we  hope  to  continue  to  improve  the 
appearance  and  durability  of  the  building  each  year.  We  would  like 
to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  administrator  and  teachers  of  Barnard 
School  for  providing  us  with  a  very  successful  elementary  school.
